The entire population of Emo, 900 
persons, turned out to fight the fire 
which started in the garage.

All the buildings except the meat 
market were covered by insurance, 
the owners said. 


CONNIE RITTER 
PLEADS GUILTY TO

Benton, III., May 26.-— 
Connie 
Hitter, whose name is almost as no­ 
torious as that of Charley Birger in 
southern Illinois gang warfare, pleaded 
guilty today to the murder of Mayor 
Joe Adams of West City and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Birger, Ritter's chief, was hanged 
following conviction for the Adams 
murder. 
Adams was called to the door of his 
home and shot to death at the height 
of Williamson county warfare between 
the Birger and Shelton gangs. Ritter 
was accused of writing the note that 
decoyed Adams to the door and of 
paying Birger gangsters $50 for every 
shot they pumped into Adams’ body.

Bombay, May 26- (U P)—Many Eu­ 
ropean quarters here are urging drns- 
tic action as a result of the Swarajists' 
defiance of police auth irlty in Boni­ 
fay Friday, and the mob action at Wa- 
dala Sunday.

continues, police should defend them­ 
selves with arms, while others ur^el 
martial law In the Bombay district. 
At a meeting of the Sara* Congress 
committee, Mahamed Nat naval* ad­ 
vocated open violence by the Swara­ 
jists. and exhorted the people to rise 
in arms. 
In the Surat and Kaira districts, the 
people are causing the polio# and gc\-

odations, and boycotting the people 
who do so,thereby forcing the authori­ 
ties to bring food and water long dis­ 
tances. 
F*lve British sergeants were injured 
when a mob of 30,000 to 40,000 Indians 
again raided the Wadala 
salt 
pans 
yesterday, in an attack much more vio­ 
lent then the forays a week ago. About

week. 
Sergeant Glendenning was seriously 
hurt. The police used their bamboo 
sticks on the mob, injuring 18.

ceeded several times in breaking po­ 
lice cordons and permitting the Gand­ 
hi volunteers to invade the pans and

Once I was surrounded by a yelling 
group 20 deep demanding that I re­ 
move my sun helmet, wear a Gandhi 
cap offered to me and shout "Gandhi 
Kai Jai." I finally escaped by explain­ 
ing I was a newcomer and would auf 
fer sunstroke without my helmet in 
the 
burning sun. I also suggested 
that the native police be made to 
shout “Gandhi Kai Jai." This sugges­ 
tion started a laugh which ended an 
uncomfortable incident. 
When I arrived at Wadala the peopl-

Buying Liquor From Bootlegger Is Lawful, 
United States Supreme Court Rules Today

Washington. May 26. -d'.R) 
Buying 
liquor from a bootlegger Is lawful, the 
supreme court ruled today in the Far­ 
rar case from Boston. 
James E. F arrar purchased liquor 
for his own use and the government 
charged him with violation of the Vol­ 
stead act. 
The government sought to punish 
F a rra r under the Volstead act permit 
section, which 
forbids* purchase of 
liquor without a permit. The defense 
contended this provision applied only 
to those authorized to use liquor, such 
as druggists, manufacturers, etc. 
The government submitted the case 
for a final ruling because some federal 
judges in charges to grand juries have 
cited purchases from bootleggers as 
unlawful. 
Justice Sutherland announced 
the 
court's opinion, which was emphatic 
in stating that the Volstead act im­ 
posed no criminal liability on the pur­ 
chaser of illegal liquor. 
It was significant, Sutherland said, 
that congress has not acted to penal­ 
ize specifically liquor buyers. 
The court's ruling was unanimous. 
In ten years of enforcement the gov­ 
ernment has held purchase was not 
included and has not heretofore 
at­ 
tempted such a prosecution as 
this. 
The government admitted in its argu­ 
menta that congress considered such 
an extension of prohibition but refus­ 
ed to include It in the 
18th 
amend­ 
ment. 
The court previously today declined 
to consider the somewhat similar case 
of Alfred E. Norris, New York brok­ 
er, on technical grounds. Norris had 
purchased liquor from a Philadelphia 
bootlegger on mail order. It was ship­ 
ped to him by express labeled as ink 
or olive oil. 
In the Norris case the court ruled 
that the defendant by pleading "nolo 
contendere" 
had 
in 
effect 
pleaded 
guilty and therefore he was foreclosed 
from protesting the validity of the in­ 
dictment. Sutherland said the court 
would not rule on the merits of the 
validity of the indictment because of 
this. 
F a rra r’s lawyers won a district court 
ruling quashing the indictment imme­ 
diately after It was returned, and the 
government appealed the case directly 
to the supreme court. 
Senator Morris Sheppard, Texas, co­ 
author of the Volstead act, contended 
that the purchaser could 
be 
prose­ 
cuted under section six of the Vol­ 
stead act, and urged the test by the 
supreme court. 
He introduced several months ago a 
bill amending 
the Volstead act to 
make the purchaser guilty with the 
bootlegger, but withheld 
pressing 
it 
until the supreme court should rule 
on the case. 
In view of the pointed reference in 
Sutherland's opinion to the failure of 
congress hitherto to legislate specific­ 
ally in this respect, it was expected 
that Sheppard and some other drys 
would seek to amend the law. 
Drys, however, were 
divided 
over 
the Sheppard proposal when 
It 
brought forward.

WHEN Theodore Roosevelt denounced race suicide he was not 
thinking primarily of race peril but of what mitfht In? called class 
peril, says the New York Times in an extended sd i tori a1. 
The problem was then domestic. It consisted in the refusal 
to propagate by those elements among the American people to 
whom the country must look for leadership. That has been until 
recently the main theme of subsequent concern over declining 
birth-rates. The eugenists were worried by a depletion of chil­ 
dren among the “ At" and the insistence of the “ unfit” in doing 
more than their share. But it may not l>e long l>efore the eugenic 
propagandists in America and the countries of Western Europe 
will he imploring even their biologically inferior countrymen to 
increase and multiply. That fate would be preferable to the dwin­ 
dling of the race or nation as a whole and the danger of sub­ 
mergence by inferior races. The scientists of the Robert Brook­ 
ings Institute at Washington have lately been asserting that 
among the peoples of Western civilization the process of suicide 
is well under way. Anglo-Saxons, Germans, French and Scandi­ 
navians no longer reproduce themselves, yet it is precisely among 
these peoples that birth control continues to win new victories. 
When the 19.30 census figures on population and allied sub­ 
jects are published in the very near future, statisticians will be in 
a position to state at least approximately how far along the road 
to “stabilization” this country has advanced. That the United 
States is moving in that direction has for some time been made 
manifest in the speculations of the experts. Gone are those fami­ 
liar evocations of a United States sheltering 300,000,000 inhab­ 
itants with comfort, or even half a billion with some crowding. 
Within the next thirty-five years our population will be stationary 
and the maximum will l*i fixed at the moderate amount of about 
160 millions. Only it is well to remember that to the population 
expert a “stabilized” population is far from being the cheerful 
thing viewed by the amateur thinker. What could lie pleasanter 
than a stationary population attained by a low birth-rate and a 
low death-rate, a population maintained with a minimum of physi­ 
cal and moral cost to the child-bearing and child-rearing masses? 
Well*,‘say the scientists, it is n 't so simple as all that. The 
death-rate cannot conceivably be brought down much lower than 
it has gone in the most advanced countries, while there seems to 
be as yet no limit to the zeal with which people can In; induced to 
keep down birth-rates. For a man and woman to reproduce them­ 
selves they must bear 3.2 children, and in the United States the 
average seems to be down already to 2.5 children, or thereabout. 
The statisticians have tests which correct the crude vital statis­ 
tics and make them seem even more ominous. One such test is to 
ask how many mothers of the future do IOO mothers of today 
produce. In Western Europe for IOO mothers today there will be 
93 mothers fifty years hence. Carry this process forward several 
half centuries and the result is self-evident, in the face of all fu­ 
ture conceivable victories over death. And while the peoples of 
Western civilization are dwindling, the Eastern Slavs and the 
peoples of Asia will be growing, though they too will be experi­ 
menting with birth control. The swarms of the Orient may then 
be tempted to ask for a little elbow-room in the great open slices 
of the birth-controlled West.

N ort hem Pacific Railway Report 


BRAINERD, with its large Northern Pacific railway shops, is 
always interested in every phase of the operation of the great 
transcontinental road. 
The thirty-third annual retort of the railway company for 
the year ending December 31, 1929, which was made public Sat­ 
urday, shows that in 1929 freight revenue was $76,862,112, which 
was a decrease for the year of $4,862,831, or 5.95 per cent, while 
the passenger revenue was $9,820,918.21, a decrease of $911, 
912.01, or 8.5 per cent. 
The net railway G yrating income of tile company in 1929 
Was $21,110,344, a decrease of $3,678,228 as compared with 1928 
due to a short grain crop and to the general depression in busi­ 
ness during the latter part of the year. The net income, being th* 
amount available for dividends after paying all charges, and in­ 
cluding non-operating income, was $21,898,308, an increase of 
$675,098 over 1928. 
In 1929 the eorrqiany had on its payrolls 3,196 less persons 
than in 1916, but the total payrolls in 1929 were $17,757,75 
greater. These figures disclose the effect of wage increases. The 
total payrolls in 1916 were $28,204,669 for 28,899 employes, while 
in 1929 the payrolls were $45,962,423 for 25,403 employes. 
The railway company, the report showed, had on its pension 
list on December 31, 1929, a total of 773 employes whose average 
monthly allowance was $53.19. In 1929 there were added to the 
list 124 employes and 71 died. 
The total disbursed to pensioned 
employes in the year was $470,820.57. 
Owners of stock in the railway company numbered 37,480, 
while about 30,000 own bonds of the company. The rei>ort showed 
that 15,895 of the stockholders were women.

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Birthy and Nations 


W h e n Theodore Roosevelt denounced race suicide he Was not 
thinking primarily of race peril but of what might be called class 
peril, says the New York Times in an extended editorial. 
The problem was then domestic. It consisted in the refusal 
to propagate by those elements among the American people to 
whom the country must look for leadership. That has been until 
recently the main theme of subsequent concern over declining 
birth-rates. The eugenists were worried by a depletion of chil­ 
dren among the “fit" and the insistence of the "unfit" in doing 
more than their share. But it may not be long before the eugenic 
propagandists in America and the countries of Western Europe 
will be imploring even their biologically inferior countrymen to 
increase and multiply. That fate would be preferable to the dwin­ 
dling of the race or nation as a whole and the danger of sub­ 
mergence by inferior races. The scientists of the Robert Brook­ 
ings Institute at Washington have lately been asserting that 
among the peoples of Western civilization the process of suicide 
is well under way. Anglo-Saxons, Germans, French and Scandi­ 
navians no longer reproduce themselves, yet it is precisely among 
these peoples that birth control continues to win new victories. 
When the 1930 census figures on population and allied sub­ 
jects are published in the very near future, statisticians will be in 
a position to state at least approximately how far along the road 
to "stabilization" this country has advanced. That the United 
States is moving in that direction has for some time been made 
manifest in the speculations of the experts. Gone are those fami­ 
liar evocations of a United States sheltering 300,000,000 inhab­ 
itants with comfort, or even half a billion with some crowding. 
Within the next thirty-five years our population will be stationary 
and the maximum will be fixed at the moderate amount of about 
160 millions. Only it is well to remember that to the population 
expert a "stabilized" population is far from being the cheerful 
thing viewed by the amateur thinker. What could be pleasanter 
than a stationary population attained by a low birth-rate and a 
low death-rate, a population maintained with a minimum of physi­ 
cal and moral cost to the child-bearing and child-rearing masses? 
’W&f/say the scientists, it isn’t so simple ga all that. The 
death-rate cannot conceivably be brought down much lower than 
it has gone in the most advanced countries, while there seems to 
be as yet no limit to the zeal with which people can be induced to 
keep down birth-rates. For a man and woman to reproduce them­ 
selves they must bear 3.2 children, and in the United States the 
average seems to be down already to 2.5 children, or thereabout. 
The statisticians have tests which correct the crude vital statis­ 
tics and make them seem even more ominous. One such test is to 
ask how many mothers of the future do IOO mothers of today 
produce. In Western Europe for IOO mothers today there will be 
93 mothers fifty years hence. Carry this process forward several 
half centuries and the result is self-evident, in the face of all fu­ 
ture conceivable victories over death. And while the peoples of 
Western civilization are dwindling, the Eastern Slavs and the 
peoples of Asia will be growing, though they too will be experi­ 
menting with birth control. The swarms of the Orient may then 
be tempted to ask for a little elbow-room in the great open spaces 
of the birth-controlled West.

N orthern Pacific R ailway Report 


Brainerd, with its large Northern Pacific railway shops, is 
always interested in every phase of the operation of the great 
transcontinental road. 
The thirty-third annual report of the railway company for 
the year ending December 31, 1929, which was made public Sat­ 
urday, shows that in 1929 freight revenue was $76,862,142, which 
was a decrease for the year of $4,862,83 I, or 5.95 per cent, while 
the passenger revenue was $9,820,918.24, a decrease of $911,- 
912.01, or 8.5 per cent. 
The net railway operating income of tile company in 1929 
was $21,410,344, a decrease of $3,678,228 as compared with 1928, 
due to a short grain crop and to the general depression in busi­ 
ness during the latter part of the year. The net income, being the 
amount available for dividends after paying all charges, and in­ 
cluding non-operating income, was $21,808,308, an increase of 
$675,098 over 1928. 
In 1929 the company had on its payrolls 3,196 less persons 
than in 1916, but the total payrolls in 1929 were $17,757,751 
greater. These figures disclose the effect of wage increases. The 
total payrolls in 1916 were $28,204,669 for 28,899 employes, while 
in 1929 the payrolls were $45,962,423 for 25,403 employes. 
The railway company, the report showed, had on its pension 
list on December 31, 1929, a total of 773 employes whose average 
monthly allowance was $53.19. In 1929 there were added to the 
list 124 employes and 71 died. The total disbursed to pensioned 
employes in the year was $470,820.57. 
Owners of stock in the railway company numbered 37,180, 
while about 30,000 own bonds of the company. The report showed 
that 15,895 of the stockholders were women.

The earliest form of a public pre­ 
serve devoted to outdoor recreation In 
the territory of the present United 
States was a city park, Boston com­ 
mon, acquired In 1034. 
The next ex­ 
ample of public action of this kind 
covered a field related to that at pres­ 
ent usually held by state agencies— 
the reservation to the people for 
“fishing and fowling” by an ordinance 
of the Massachusetts Bay colony In 
1641 of “great ponds,” water surfaces 
of ten acres or more. The first state 
park of larger size set apart primarily 
for recreation was one which Is now a 
famous national park—Yosemite. Con­ 
gress ceded the valley and a mile-wide 
border uround it to California as a 
state park in 1865.

Thirty or forty years ago what was 
popularly known as “The Tenderloin” 
centered about Herald square.
